Salt Lake City Convention Draws Record Crowd 

Our 8th Midwinter Convention proved to 
everyone that interest in coin collecting is as 
healthy as ever and, in fact, growing. Approxi- 
mately 7,000 people attended the three-day 
show in Salt Lake City, Utah, February 20-22. 

This attendance figure shatters all previous 
midwinter records by more than 3,000 and even 
rivals many of the ANA's anniversary conven- 
tions. The reason for the outstanding success 
of this show, even in the face of several negative 
elements, was the local publicity, coupled with 
the overwhelming dedication and drive of the 
Utah Numismatic Society and the convention 
committee. Not even last minute hassles over 
city business regulations dampened their spirits. 

This kind of team effort augurs well for the 
future. Special recognition should be given to ANA staff members Patricia 
Yates and Merril Davis who, with their new responsibilities as convention 
committee coordinator and floor manager, respectively, helped coordinate 
the entire affair. The spirit of cooperation was best expressed by Assistant 
General Chairman Aloma Blaylock as the convention drew to a close: ^^We 
would welcome ANA back at any time, even next year." 

A three-day educational seminar was held just prior to the convention, and 
was equally as successful and well attended. Nearly 40 students enrolled in 
the courses, which covered detection of counterfeit and altered coins, grading 
and commemorative coins. At the opening ceremony I presented a talk on 
genealogy which, hopefully, inspired the students to research their lineage 
at the world-famous genealogical library in Salt Lake City. Ken Bressett and 
ludy Padgett did an outstanding job of organizing the seminar and other educa- 
tional programs, including a dynamic presentation by financial advisor 
Howard Ruff. 

Collectors and dealers alike anticipated the Hobby Roundtable discussion 
and the public board meetings, at which ANA grading standards were dis- 
cussed. These open forums allowed everyone to voice their concerns about 
the grading controversy and, in so doing, overcome some major barriers. 
Ultimately, the board chose to retain the numerical grading system. 

The record attendance, coupled with spectacular nearby attractions like 
skiing and the Ramses II exhibit, made this a convention that long will be 
remembered by collectors, dealers and committee people alike. All shared 
in the effort as well as the rewards. It was a grand meeting right down to 
the last fitting event on Sunday morning, when 50 tired souls enjoyed a per- 
formance by the Mormon Tabernacle Choir and then headed for home.

Independent Appraiser Critical of 
Anti-Grading Dealers 

Numismatic journals and periodicals 
these days are rife with such statements 
as: "We need a modified grading system," 
"Change the perception of grading," "Get 
the ANA out of the grading business," 
"Grading is imprecise" and "The collec- 
tor doesn't need grading." 


From whom do we hear all of these 
things? True, we are reading them in our 
coin papers and numismatic news edi- 
tions, but who is making these state- 
ments? The collector? Indeed not! 

Only from dealers do we hear such 
direct attempts to change the thinking of 
all of us in regard to the issue of grading. 
It makes one wonder why "they" are go- 
ing to such great lengths to convince the 
collector that grading is meaningless and 
should be eliminated. Or, if not elim- 
inated, they would make the process so 
complicated that no one will be able to 
make heads or tails of it, with the end 
result that any person who owns a coin 
will essentially be able to call it any grade 
he wishes, without fear of contradiction. 

There was a time when the ANA was 
a collector organization and only inciden- 
tally did the ANA have some dealers as 
members. More and more, we see dealers 
running the affairs of the ANA, making 
critical policy decisions and determining 
the direction in which the organization 
win go. While I do not question die honesty 
or the integrity of most dealers, putting 
them in charge of a collector organization 
is like putting General Motors in charge 
of automobile safety standards. Having 
dealers in charge of grading will always 
create the aura or perception that there is, 
at least, something that isn't right and as 
it should be. The conflict of interest is all 
too apparent. 

Contrary to what has extensively been 
written in the past year, it has been our 
experience that both collectors and 
dealers want third party opinions on 
grading. If certain dealers don't want coins 
graded, then let them sell their coins 
without grading them. Likewise, if collec- 
tors are not interested in grading, let them 
buy strictly by price and not worry about 
grade. 

After almost a year as full-time inde- 
pendent graders, we have come to one in- 
escapable conclusion: the majority of 
dealers whose coins have been submitted 
to us overgrade their coins when they are 
selling and undergrade them when they 
are buying, and the majority of collectors 
have no idea at all of how to grade coins.

We believe that, ultimately (and we are 
actively working toward this day), grading 
will be broken down into a number of ab- 
solutely distinct and separate grades, con- 
sistently repeatable and subject to virtually 
no error. This will be done with the use 
of high speed computers. Until that day 
arrives, however, the attempt that is now 
being made to make 10 distinct grades of 
uncirculated coins is merely a ploy 
leading to the elimination of all grading. 

Grading is a tool. Even if one takes the 
worst scenario — that grading is merely 
someone's opinion — at least it presents a 
second opinion, or a third or fourth. 

No matter what happens in the present 
campaign to get the ANA out of the grad- 
ing business or to get the ANA to modify 
its grading standards, we will continue 
using the current ANA standards. 

We are convinced that what we are do- 
ing is correct and worthwhile, and even 
if we are the only ones left in the United 
States grading coins as we currently are 
doing, we will continue until the dictates 
of the marketplace tell us that collectors 
and dealers are no longer interested in 


our service. 

We do not buy, sell or auction coins, or 
charge a membership fee. Our only source 
of income is from the grading and apprais- 
ing of coins. We feel that is as it should 
be if we are to remain an impartial and 
unbiased grading service using ANA grad- 
ing standards. 

We do not consider ourselves closed- 
minded and if anyone wishes to corre- 
spond with us on our views either pro or 
con, we will reply to all letters.

Bathroom Yields Hoard 

An estate attorney in Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, used a 
metal detector to keep a for- 
tune in rare coins from going 
down the drain. Ethel V. 
Oiler, who died July 5, 1985, 
left her estate to be shared 
among 33 nephews and nieces, 
several of whom mentioned 
that a treasure cache was con- 
cealed somewhere in the 
deceased's modest four- 
bedroom home. 

Mrs. Oiler and her husband, 
who preceded her in death, 
collected coins and antiques 
during their married life, 
and relatives were told that 
the Oiler's coin collection 
was kept in a "vault." Some 
of the heirs speculated that 
the coins actually were hid- 
den in the Oiler's bedroom; 
others suggested the chim- 
ney flue. A niece, Irene Mere- 
dith, who was executor of 
the estate, recalled that her 
aunt once had told her to 
"check the bathroom drain" 
after she died. 

Using a metal detector, 
the estate attorney located a 


few coins under the floor of 
the Oiler's bedroom. In the 
bathroom, the metal detec- 
tor "went crazy" in the area 
of the bathtub drain. Con- 
cealed in a hidden compart- 
ment beneath a false shelf 
bottom were U.S. copper, 
silver and gold coins of 
every description, including 
1,000 Morgan and Peace 
dollars, rare Charlotte and 
Dahlonega Mint gold pieces 
dated 1861, and a 1,000-year- 
old gold Egyptian issue. 

The hoard was sold by 
Louisville auctioneer Billy 
Williams, yielding about 
$200,000 for the Oiler heirs. 
Listed among the items were 
half cents; large and Flying 
Eagle cents; 2- and 3-cent 
pieces; Shield and "V" nickels; 
half dimes; Capped Bust and 
Barber dimes; 20-cent pieces,- 
Capped Bust, Seated Liberty, 
Barber and Standing Liberty 
quarter dollars; and Capped 
Bust, Seated Liberty and 
Walking Liberty half dollars. 
Also auctioned were com- 
memoratives, uncirculated 
and proof sets, medals, tags, 
tokens, Confederate currency, 
Virginia treasury notes, and 
national, state bank and 
fractional currency. 


Epcot Poll Reveals 
Coinage Habits 
On the average, Ameri- 
cans have nearly a thousand 
pennies around their homes, 
according to the latest 
Epcot Poll, a special survey 
conducted by Walt Disney 
World on behalf of the 
United States Mint. The 
poll revealed that of approx- 
imately 12,000 visitors to 
the popular Florida attrac- 
tion, 33 percent of adults 
and nearly 50 percent of 
children collect coins in 
general. More than 33 per- 
cent of adults reported hav- 
ing more than $10 worth of

pennies at home; 50 percent 
of adults use pennies daily; 
and 40 percent of adults and 
60 percent of children save 
pennies. Of all U.S. coins, 
quarter dollars are most 
used and half dollars are 
least used. 

Regarding coin collecting 
among adults, 21 percent 
said they collect as a hobby, 
12 percent as an invest- 
ment; of the juniors sur- 
veyed, 27 percent collect 
as a hobby, 19 percent as an 
investment. The Epcot Poll 
is a daily activity at Epcot 
Center's Electronic Forum 
and is conducted in associa- 
tion with the market re- 
search firm of ASK Associ- 
ates, Inc. The January 14- 
February 10 coin survey 
sampled 10,532 U.S. adults 
and 1,462 youngsters.

NCI Offers 
Grading Service 

The Numismatic Certifi- 
cation Institute of Dallas 
has announced a new coin 
grading service available for 
mint state and proof United 
States pieces only. The 
system is based on four 
grading components — sur- 
face preservation, strike, 
luster and eye appeal — 
which are assigned numeri- 



cal ratings from 1 to 5. The 
total grade is computed as 
the sum of the strike, luster 
and eye-appeal grades plus 
twice the surface-preserva- 
tion grade. 

Details of NCI's "compre- 
hensive grading service" are 
explained in a book titled 
NCI Grading Guide, to be 
released simultaneously 
with the initiation of the 
new grading system, sched- 
uled for April or May. NCI 
grader Steve Ivy notes: 
"Since grading is a combina- 
tion of several factors, we 
felt there might be a need 
for some coin buyers to 
have those factors delin- 
eated. [The grading service] 
is offered as an opportunity 
for the serious student of 
numismatic grading to com- 
pare his or her grading of 
each of those factors with 
our grading." Minimum fee 
for the service is $65 per 
coin, excluding postage and 
handling.

Mail orders cannot be ac- 
cepted from addresses out- 
side Canada and the United 
States and must be accom- 
panied by payment in U.S.

In the 1920s George Walker lost a pair 
of travelers checks issued by a Colorado 
bank. Eight years later they finally were 
found — 500 miles away in an eagle's nest 
near Butte, Montana. Their design still 
clear, the checks remained intact because 
they were printed on high-quality rag pa- 
per manufactured by Crane ^ Company. 

Crane paper has been put to many uses 
over the years, including paper collars, 
fine stationery stocked by Tiffany Com- 
pany and Marshall Field's, and wrappers 
for repeater shells used in the Winchester 
Model 1873 rifle. However, paper money 
collectors recognize the Crane name for 
another reason — the company has sup- 
plied currency paper to the American Bank 
Note Company since 1 842 and the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing since 1879. 

It all started in 1799 when Zenas Crane 
bought a 14-acre site on the Housatonic 
River in Dalton, Massachusetts. There 
was plenty of wood for fuel and lumber, 
and a good source of water to wash the 
rags used to make paper. The price was 
right, too— $194. 


Construction of the mill started in 
1801, the year that Crane's first adver- 
tisement appeared in the Pittsfield Sun. 
"Americans! Encourage your own Man- 
ufactories, and they will Improve," said 
the ad. "As the subscribers have it in con-

templation to erect a paper-mill in Dalton, 
the ensuing spring; and the business be- 
ing very beneficial to the community at 
large, they flatter themselves that they 
shall meet with due encouragement. And 
that every woman, who has the good of 
her country, and the interest of her own 
family at heart, will patronize them, by 
saving her rags, and sending them to their 
manufactory, or to the nearest store- 
keeper — for which the subscribers will 
give a generous price." 

Crane always has produced rag paper, 
even after cheaper wood pulp came into 
general use in the late 1800s. When rags 
were in short supply, they were shipped 
from New York, Ireland and Europe. "Our 
wagons arrived late last night from Troy 


with 1 1 bales of rags consigned to us by 
the sloop, lohn Hancock," Zenas Crane 
wrote in June 1811. "Upon examination, 
the contents met with our approval, and 
they promise ready conversion into our 
paper." The firm eventually turned to cot- 
ton and linen mills for clean cuttings. To- 
day, Crane <Sv Company uses pure cotton 
waste from ginning and the textile manu- 
facturing process. 

Long before the United States issued its 
own paper money. Crane supplied the pa- 
per used for notes issued by private banks. 
In 1844 Zenas Marshall Crane, son of the 
company's founder, developed special bank 
note paper with an important security fea- 
ture. Parallel silk threads ran lengthwise 
through the paper. The $1 bill contained 
one thread; the $2 bill, two threads; and 
the $3 bill, three threads. 

The new paper effectively discouraged 
alteration of notes to higher denomina- 
tions. An artist could make a $1 bill into 
a $3 bill, but the single thread running 
through the paper would give the decep- 
tion away. It was an important break- 
through, for at the time altered notes were 
more of a problem than counterfeits. 

The American Bank Note Company 
used Crane paper for all types of paper 
money, bonds and securities. In 1891

ABNCO developed and produced plan- 
chettes— small paper disks of assorted 
colors— and sent them to Crane <S^ Com- 
pany to be embedded in the paper. Since 
the American Bank Note Company had 
sole access to the paper, counterfeits were 
easily spotted. 

The collaboration between the two 
companies brought about another devel- 
opment in 1921. Crane began making 
"'ABNCO Safety Paper" that year, using 
a formula invented by the American Bank 
Note Company. If an attempt was made 
to alter a note by using bleach, a large in- 
delible stain appeared. 

However, the quality of Crane Com- 
pany's paper was not enough to secure its 
important contract with the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing. Secretary of the 
Treasury John Sherman thought that the 
government was paying too much for cur- 
rency paper. The supplier, the firm of J.M. 
Wilcox of Philadelphia, charged 75 cents

per pound. Once Sherman began to in- 
quire about paper pricing, though, Wilcox 
brought its price down to 70 cents. 

When Sherman invited competitive 
bids for paper, Wilcox dropped its price to 
61.4 cents per pound for one type of paper 
and 55.5 cents per pound for another. The 
turn of events only confirmed Sherman's 
suspicions. Consequently, he decided not 
only to invite bids but also to write speci- 
fications for the currency paper. 

In an era of under-the-table deals, Wil- 
cox wined and dined government offi- 
cials. Meanwhile, young W. Murray Crane, 
grandson of founder Zenas Crane, reluc- 
tantly was granted permission to go to 
Washington for several weeks to represent 
his family's company. Throughout his vis- 
it, he kept in touch with the home office 
by mail. 

Murray Crane bid 40 cents per pound 
but was underbid one-quarter cent by the 
Hurlbut Manufacturing Company of 
North Manchester, Connecticut. With 
bidding scheduled to close shortly, the 
representatives from the various com- 
panies gathered for a going-home party. 
Murray Crane excused himself from the 
festivities and ran all the way to the 
Treasury Department, where he submit- 
ted a second bid of 38.9 cents per pound. 
Although the procedure was challenged 
by Crane's competitors, the awarding of 
the contract to the Dalton, Massachu- 
setts, firm was upheld. 

But Murray Crane's work wasn't over; 
he had to develop the paper to meet Sher-

man's specifications. The young man 
worked in isolation with his friend Wil- 
liam S. Warren, who was superintendent 
of the Crane mill. The company needed 
additional facilities, too, and purchased a 
brick building in Dalton that became 
known as the Government Mill. 

Fire was a recurring problem in Crane 
Ss. Company's early years, the Govern- 
ment Mill falling victim to flames in 
1892. However, it was rebuilt within 
months and subsequently enlarged several 
times over the years. During World War 
II, Crane's older Pioneer Mill also helped 
out with currency paper production. 

Until 1950 the Government Mill em- 
ployed two steam-driven paper machines.

which produced 85 linear feet per minute. 
The equipment then was modernized by 
converting to electronic drive and adopt- 
ing sectional drive units. The changes so 
improved production that Crane was able 
to eliminate one of its paper machines and 
still meet the Treasury Department's re- 
quirements. 

On October 8, 1973, Crane Company 
announced its plans to build a new cur- 
rency paper mill on the Housatonic River. 
Named iter an Indian maiden of local leg- 
end, the mill was called "Wahconah." The 
ground-breaking ceremony was held April 
19, 1974, and on October 25, 1975, the 
$8. 5-million facility was dedicated. One 
of the Wahconah Mill's first priorities was 
to fill an order for paper for the bicenten- 
nial $2 bills, 225 million of which were 
put into circulation on April 13, 1976. 

The new plant was highly automated, 
reflecting a process introduced in the early 
1800s with the invention of the Foudri- 
nier machine. Crane now uses a two- 
story-high Foudrinier machine capable of 
producing 30 tons of paper per day. A mill 
sheerer sorts and rejects sheets of curren- 
cy paper that have flaws, and can detect 
even the slightest variation from govern- 
ment specifications. 
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But there is more to the Crane story 
than automation. The company is respon- 
sible for many improvements in curren- 
cy paper. From 1891 to 1928, the paper 
contained a mixture of red and blue silk 
threads, with two lines running through 
each note. Thereafter, the threads were 
scattered throughout the bills to prevent 
counterfeiting. A shortage of linen re- 
sulted in a change in the formula for cur- 
rency paper, with the original blend of 
75-percent linen and 25-percent cotton 
replaced by equal parts of linen and cot- 
ton. When the Treasury Department 
adopted a dry printing process in 1956, the 
formula was changed to 25-percent linen 
and 75-percent cotton. At the same time, 
the size of the sheets was increased to ac- 
commodate 32 notes, rather than the pre- 
vious 18. 

As the quality of currency paper im- 
proved, notes remained in circulation 
longer. By the 1890s, the life of a dollar 
bill had tripled; by the 1940s a bill could 
be expected to last for nine months. To-

day, the average dollar bill can survive 19 
months of use and 8,000 folds.

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Pattern pieces have long attracted the 
attention of collectors. Struck by an of- 
ficial mint to test new designs, alloys or 
striking methods for mass production of 
coinage, patterns are interesting because 
they reflect the viewpoints and skills of 
different mint eras. Pattern coins are pro- 
duced in smaller numbers than most 
regular-issue coins, and as such have the 
added lure of the unusual. 

U.S. Mint patterns are cataloged by J. 
Hewitt Judd in United States Pattern, Ex- 
perimental and Trial Pieces, as well as by 
Don Taxay in The Comprehensive Cata- 
logue eP Encyclopedia of 
United States Coins, books 
that expanded on a 1913 
volume by Edgar H. Adams 
and William H. Woodin en- 
titled United States Pat- 
tern, Trial, and Experi- 
mental Pieces. Successive 
editions of these books re- 
cord the discovery of new 
varieties beyond those in- 
itially reported. 

These extensive and 
carefully developed refer- 
ences have vastly aided 
pattern collectors and trad- 
ers, and thus, one might 
expect items in collections 
or currently offered for sale 
to be correctly identified. 

However, with the 1854 
and 1855 Liberty-Head and 
Flying Eagle large-cent pat- 
terns, such is not the case. 

Judd lists one Liberty Head and one Fly- 
ing Eagle obverse and three laurel-wreath 
reverses for 1854. Various combinations 
of these designs were struck in three al- 
loys, yielding seven varieties for this date. 
One obverse, two reverses and six alloys 
produced ten varieties for 1855. As wide- 
ly appealing and desirable as these pat- 
terns are, our study indicates that they 
have not been correctly pigeonholed. 

Metals and alloys listed by Judd are cop- 
per, bronze (an alloy of copper and tin 
with a variable amount of zinc), oroide (an 
alloy of copper and tin with a considerably 


larger percentage of tin), two copper- 
nickel alloys (80-20 and 60-40) and nickel. 
In addition, Taxay lists an unverified 
piece in tin and infers that a 90-10 copper- 
nickel alloy exists. 

Over the years, numismatists have 
studied design details and die character- 
istics to identify pattern varieties, and 
they have depended on visual examina- 
tion to determine metal composition. In 
the latter instance they have been less 
successful or perhaps less careful. Today, 
scientific methods can be used to readily 
make such distinctions and should be em- 
ployed to properly identify 
these pieces. 

Nondestructive meth- 
ods of analysis have been 
used for some time in ar- 
chaeology and in the au- 
thentication of artifacts 
such as coins. Depending 
upon individual needs, a 
variety of methods are 
available for extracting rel- 
evant information. X-ray 
diffraction indirectly deter- 
mines composition by 
measuring crystal struc- 
ture. Electron microscopy 
shows surface details use- 
ful in determining manu- 
facturing methods used in 
coin production. ESCA 
(electron spectra for chem- 
ical analysis) gives ele- 
mental composition for 
very small areas and is help- 
ful in testing the homogeneity of a sam- 
ple. Neutron activation analysis shows a 
bulk sample's elemental composition. 

Coins also can be analyzed by the use 
of x-ray fluorescence, in which a coin is 
exposed to x-rays emitted from an x-ray 
tube or, more conveniently, from a decay- 
ing radioisotope. The x-rays "knock out" 
electrons from the atoms in the elements 
that make up the coin. Electrons that "fill 
in" the resulting "holes" give off x-rays 
characteristic of each element contained in 
the coin. With some effort, the relative 
amounts of each of these elements can be

quantitatively determined. 

The use of x-ray fluorescence as an ana- 
lytic tool has several advantages. The equip- 
ment, though relatively sophisticated, is 
not elaborate. All that is required is a 
radiation source, a Si(Li) x-ray counter and 
a multi-channel analyzer. The method is 
nondestructive and no residual radioactiv- 
ity is left on the object. Analysis times 
vary with the particular apparatus used, 
ranging from minutes to several hours for 
a major components search, and to tens of 
hours for a search of trace elements. All 
metals commonly used in coinage are read- 
ily observed, singly or in combination. 

Disadvantages of x-ray fluorescence can 
be attributed to the limited depth of x-ray 
penetration. Consequently, the presence 
of corrosion or patina can affect the test 
results. Natural variations in metal con- 
tent with depth also will influence the sig- 
nal. Tests conducted on inexpensive 19th- 
century bronze coins showed measurable, 
although not large, differences between 
the signal from the surface and from the 
interior metal exposed by machining (no 
pattern coins were machined in our tests). 
All points considered, for identifying a 
coin's major metal components, x-ray 
fluorescence is an excellent choice. 

Using this method, 32 1854-55 one-cent 
patterns, obtained from 10 different 
sources, were analyzed for nickel, copper, 
zinc, tin, antimony and lead content. The 
results are hsted in Table 1. 

Twenty of the 32 coins were misiden- 
tified by the owners or sellers, and the 
four white-metal coins all proved to be 
German silver (75-percent copper, 
12-percent nickel and 13-percent zinc).

These coins were examined by the ANA 
Certification Service and found to be au- 
thentic mint products. Designated J-170a, 
the pieces were discussed in the May 1984 
issue of The Numismatist, pages 961-62. 

Our small sample did not verify the ex- 
istence of any alloy listed as J- 1 70, 171 or 
174a; however, we are anxious to collab- 
orate with anyone owning specimens of 
these types to prove whether these varie- 
ties do, in fact, exist. The copper-colored 
specimens evidenced great variety and ap- 
parently caused considerable confusion, 
for we found bronze coins frequently mis- 
identified as copper. X-ray fluorescence re- 
sults are unambiguous in determining if 
a coin is copper — the tin signal is either 
present or absent. 

Distinguishing between bronze and 
oroide was difficult at best. The tin to cop- 
per ratio in the numerous bronze speci- 
mens we examined varied significantly 
and seemed to fall into two ranges. Later 
analysis of 19th-century bronze coins 
showed similar variations. The fact that 
a distinctly yellow color marked the one

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coin that possessed 50-percent more tin 
than any of the bronze coins makes us be- 
lieve that it alone is oroide and that the 
variation in content of the bronzes is caused 
by a combination of analytic variables and 
minor changes in mint practice. 

Weight alone is not an accurate crite- 
rion for distinguishing between metals. 
Specifically, the bronze 168's ranged in 
weight from 90.81 to 99.42 grains, and the 
two copper 167's, at 93.10 and 98.71 
grains, fell within that range. 

Past dependence on visual methods of 
examination has led to confusion between 
bronze and copper pieces, and among the 
various white-metal alloys. With the 
availability of modern analytical meth- 
ods, persons researching coins as impor- 
tant as U.S. pattern pieces should use such 
procedures whenever possible.

It began at midnight in a medical 
center hospital room. I looked at the 
supine patient in the bed, the coverlet 
pulled up under her chin. There were 
tears in her eyes; some she shed during 
the hour I was there. 

Seated in the armchair to her left was 
her husband, a prominent attorney. He 
felt a sense of panic at being included 
in a happening for which he had no ex- 
planation, save that fate had stricken 
his family. The next morning I was go- 
ing to operate for a cancer — one of the 
most malignant types. The survival rate 
in cases of this kind was not good — 60 
percent of the patients lived only 6 to 
18 months. 

Very little can be concealed from an 
intelligent person and most surgeons 
don't want to. They would prefer that 
the patient and spouse know not only 
what the operation will do, but also 
what the odds are of recovery. 

The couple was obviously in love and 
although their marriage was short, it 
was extremely successful. They shared 
each others' interests; they didn't want 
for money. Their only complaint was 
that they had no children. 

After 45 minutes of sitting on the op- 
posite side of the bed, holding her hand 
and speaking words of encouragement, I 
thought I would try to instill in her a 
belief in her recovery. I reached into 
my pocket and withdrew a Peruvian 
sol, a dollar-size silver coin. I thought it 
would be of interest because the patient 
was a very handsome Peruvian woman, 
descended from English-lrish stock that 
had immigrated to Peru about 75 years 
earlier. She was quite tall and had a beau- 
tiful face, large blue eyes, and a funoesque 
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type of figure. Her voice was mellow 
and pleasant. 

I decided to give her the coin and tell 
her that I had, with all my parapsycho- 
logical belief in the universe, endowed 
this coin with mdnd, the Polynesian 
word for magic. I told her that she 
should keep the coin with her at all 
times and take pains not to lose it. If 
she believed in its power, it would 
bring her out of this horrible situation 
and help her return to normal. 

The dimly lit room, facing the dark- 
ness outside, heightened the mood, and 
I tried my best to sound convincing. 

The coin momentarily distracted her 
thoughts from what she was about to 
go through. Her husband brought over a 
penlight, and we looked at the coin to- 
gether. Although the piece was in ex- 
tremely fine condition, I had had it 
cleaned to enhance its appeal (its condi- 
tion didn't matter as much as its over- 
all appearance and the readability of 
the legends). 

On the obverse, holding a staff and 
shield, was a woman seated beside a

wreath-topped pedestal that was 
wrapped with a streamer inscribed 
LIBERT AD. Surrounding the figure was 
FIRME Y FELIZ POR LA UNION, and 
below it the denomination — UN SOL. I 
explained I identified her with the coin 
because she reminded me of the figure 
depicted on the obverse — she was 
Spanish-speaking and a native of Peru. 

The words REPUBLICA PERUANA 
LIMA followed by 5 DECIMOS FINO were 
inscribed on the reverse, with the date 
1924 at the bottom. The center displayed 
a shield divided into three sections — in 
the upper left section was a llama,- the 
upper right held a tree of some kind; 
and below, occupying the entire bottom 
half, a cornucopia poured out an assort- 
ment of things I couldn't recognize. It 
was a very handsome object. 

To me an attractive coin presents an 
opportunity to call a halt to the inevi- 
table change that happens to anything 
beautiful. For example, the sunset is 
over in an hour; some of the most cap- 
tivating features of children disappear as 
time passes. The coin represented per- 
manence, capturing beauty in such a 
way that it could be turned about, ob- 
served and examined. 

Enjoyment came from its history and 
its legend, but mostly from the artistic 
engravings upon it. I felt that a coin was 
lasting, so that when one viewed it 
years later it still would be beautiful. 

As I introduced her to the coin, plac- 
ing it in her hands and folding her 
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fingers over it, the mood that pervaded 
the room was reminiscent of the magic 
of childhood, with tales of amulets and 
talismans. I had no doubts about the 
coin. I didn't think it had any power 
other than that which was bom when 
the patient, her husband and I agreed on 
this compact. 

She held the coin tightly, and after a 
little while she opened her hand and 
looked at both sides of it. Although I 
can't say there was a dramatic change 
in her, I felt there was a willingness to 
accept the magic I had tried to induce 
in the coin. Her husband behaved in the 
same way. Neither questioned how it 
would work; they just seemed to say, 
"We're going to keep it with us, and it's 
going to help us get through this." 

After she fell asleep, her husband 
spoke. "I've tried to think about the 
character of the essence of that coin." 
Perhaps there was a fragile thread of 
hope to cling to, though only lightly. 

in the operating room the next morn- 
ing, I told the anesthesiologist to gently 
tape the patient's fingers over the coin, 
which I loiew she held in her hand. As 
we went through the 2y2-hour opera- 
tion, the monitor ticked off her heart- 
beat, strong and steady. Though difficult 
to remove, the tumor finally was com- 
pletely excised. She lost very little 
blood, and there were no unusual com- 
plications that might occur in a surgical 
operation of such dimension. 



Looking at her on the gurney after we 
finished, I thought she looked well and 
strong, even serene. Except for my knowl- 
edge of having removed this growth, she 
looked like a perfectly healthy woman. 
She was well enough to forego the in- 
tensive care unit and return directly to 
her room. 

While she slept for more than a day 
from the effect of the medications, her 
husband and I had a chance to chat. To 
the relationship established between 
the three of us, the coin, he believed, 
added a hint of the indefinable, which 
became a miniscule platform upon 
which we could stand, giving everyone a 
bit of support. Though others might 
think it absurd, if we made a decision 
to accept it, it might do some good. 

She recovered from the surgery; in 
medical parlance, the patient "never 
turned a hair," that is, she had no com- 
plications. In and out of bed the next 
day, she became more and more cheer- 
ful as she recognized she had come 
through the operation. Describing her 
pathology slides, which had indeed con- 
firmed it was a cancer, I explained that 
the cells were, however, hi^y differen- 
tiated, meaning the outlook was good. 
Radiation treatment would further in- 
crease her odds of survival. 

In a final conference before they left 
for home, I advised them not to discuss 
her malignancy with anyone else be- 
cause these things become apocryphal, 
thus the fewer people who knew what 
she had, the better. We agreed the coin 
also would play a role in her recovery 
program. As she started to walk and 
even swim in her pool, she began to 
smile again. We were then left to sit out 
a period of a year or two during which 
she would either be completely well or 
the tumor might recur. 

Several months after her release from 
the hospital, she said she felt in some 
way more involved with the coin and 
our meeting than she did with religion, 
although she possessed an underlying 
faith in God. Responding that doctors 
were not trying to compete with God, I 
told her she was a statistic like every 
other patient, and if fate were kind she 
would fall into a certain area of a statis- 
tical curve, and she would make it. 
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After five years she began to feel that 
perhaps she was completely cured. This 
turned out to be true — it is now 20 
years later and there has been no recur- 
rence of the growth. Fm not saying this 
to demonstrate that I possess any supe- 
rior ability — any well-trained surgeon 
could have accomplished the same 
thing. However, the coin indeed had 
"magic"and did help her recuperation. 

Of course, she didn't carry the coin 
with her everywhere she went. She kept 
it on a little credenza in her bedroom, 
displayed on a little stand she had made 
for it. Frequently she and her husband 
would look at it and smile. As time 
passed, she took it for granted that it 
was part and parcel of her life and 
would always remain so. 

Several amusing little incidents proved 
the hold the coin held on her. If she 
went on a trip and discovered that she 
left it at home, she would go back and 
get it. At other times, when she thought 
she lost the coin, she frantically searched 
the house. The treatment it received 
befitted a most precious jewel. 

Over the years they adopted three 
children. She became quite interested 
in charitable work and also did some 
writing. She filled her life with litera- 
ture and travel, as if by coming so close 
to death she now wanted to make 
ever>^ day meaningful. 

Her mood had changed, and it seemed 
as though she could see beyond the 
horizon. I'm not a psychoanalyst — I 
don't know what went on in her sub- 
conscious or in her fantasy world. But 
what was the harm in believing the 
coin had special powers? I think there 
truly was numismatic "magic." It was 
an innocent interaction with something 
beautiful and symbolic that, without 
delving too deeply, helped a fellow 
human being.

Since then, the Newark 
Museum has provided significant details about this elusive item. It is now clear that the in- 
itial "D" should be "C." The obverse of this piece was struck from the same die and hub as 
the Kirkman Soap token (#16n), not from a new die and huh as previously reported. 

In a letter to the author, dated September 8, 1983, Dorothy Bartle, curator of the Newark 
Museum's coin collection, reported: "In checking through Newark Directories 1891-1905, I 
found a 'Charles Kunze, engraver' listed at times at 209 Centre Street (New York City), 
with a home at 52 Parkhurst (Newark). Between 1899 and 1902, he and an Edward J. Kunze, 
mechanical engineer (sometimes 'engraver' ), are listed at 353 Mulberry Street, the address 
on the tokens." Based on this information, it appears certain that Charles Kunze issued the 
Kunze tokens. 

A number of Admiral Dewey mementos also were produced from dies cut by Charles 
Kunze. An example of such pieces is featured in an article by the author entitled "Dewey 
Token from the Battleship Maine" {The Numismatist, February 1942, pp. 96-99). This 
underscores the contention that Kunze was vitally interested in the "Hero of Manila Bay."

Successive days were noted as Reception Day, Military Day, 
Municipal Day, Industrial Day, Naval Day and Carnival Day. As the token listed here is 
dated 1899, it would appear that another Milwaukee Carnival was held in 1899.

Notes: Dewey's unprecedented popularity made him an ideal candidate for President of the 
United States, even though his political affiliations were uncertain. He once admitted that 
"he had never voted in his life— he had always been at sea or in Washington where citizens 
did not enjoy the franchise" (quoted from The Admiral by Laurin Healy and Luis Kutner, 
1944, p. 272|. 

While the Admiral was still in the Philippines, a ground swell of support was fostered by 
politicians and the news media. Whenever the subject was brought up, Dewey insisted that 
he had no aspirations for the Presidency. However, after his return to the States, the pressure 
mounted, and by April 1900 he changed his mind. He indicated that he would run on either 
the Republican or Democratic ticket, whatever the public desired! 

There is no need to labor the subsequent details of his candidacy for President here. Suf- 
fice it to say that his lack of political acumen put an end to the matter by June 1900. Thus, 
the Hero of Manila Bay never quite made it to the White House. 

The token listed here may well be the only Admiral Dewey numismatic-political piece 
struck.

First National Coinage Introduced 

Aruba, located off the northern coast of 
Venezuela, has issued its first national 
coinage as a result of the January 1 grant- 
ing of the island's commonwealth status 
within the Kingdom of the Netherlands. 
The 115-square-mile island was discov- 
ered in 1499 and since 1636 has remained 
under Dutch rule, administered as a de- 
partment of the Netherlands Antilles. 

Designed by Aruban artist Evelino Fin- 
gal, a 1986 proof commemorative crown 
(25 florins) is accompanied by a mint set 
consisting of 5-, 10-, 25- and 50-cent pieces 
and 1- and 2y2-florin coins. The 38.1mm 
sterling silver crown weighs 25g and por- 
trays on the obverse a silhouetted head of 
Queen Beatrix of the Netherlands, while 
the reverse shows the Aruban coat-of- 
arms and the legend STATUS APARTE T 
1-1986. Struck in nickel-bonded steel, the 
mint set shows the Aruban coat-of-arms 
and denomination on subsidiary pieces; 1- 
and 2*72 -florin coins feature on the obverse 
a portrait of Queen Beatrix, with the na- 
tional arms, date and value on the reverse. 

The 1986 mint set sells for US$8.95 
from the Dutch Mint. 



ISLE OF MAN 


Crowns Mark World Cup 
The Isle of Man has issued a set of six 
crowns, struck in platinum, gold, silver 
and base metal, to commemorate the 
World Cup soccer finals held in Mexico 
this year. Three coins depict soccer play- 
ers, another shows two players superim- 
posed against a map of Mexico. The fifth 
piece features the flags of past winners of 
the World Cup, and the sixth issue shows 


a globe highlighting Mexico and previous 
winning nations. 

The six-coin proof set in .950 platinum 
(mintage of 100) sells for US$7,365; 22kt- 
gold (1,000), $975; 9kt-gold (10,000), $400; 
sterling silver (15,000), $230; silver clad

The obverse features the national coat-of- 
arms and REPUBLICA DEMOCRATICA DE 
S.TOME E PRINCIPE. 

Mintage is limited to 50 22kt-gold and 
2,500 sterling proofs, priced at US$995 
and $38.75 each.

LESOTHO 

King Moshoeshoe 11 Honored 

To commemorate the silver jubilee of 
His Majesty King Moshoeshoe II of Leso- 
tho, the British Royal Mint is striking a 
28.5mm 1-loti coin in gold and silver. 
Formerly the British colony of Basutoland, 
Lesotho is known as the "'roof of Africa" 
and the "kingdom in the sky." The de- 
nomination "loti" was instituted in 1979, 
deriving its name from the spectacular 
Maloti Mountains. 

The obverse features the uniformed por- 
trait of King Moshoeshoe and the inscrip- 
tion KINGDOM OF LESOTHO— H.M. MO- 
SHOESHOE n 1985. The reverse bears the 
Lesotho coat-of-arms and SILVER JUBILEE, 
the dates 1960-1985 and ONE LOTI. Mint- 
age is limited to 500 gold and 2,500 silver 
proofs which are available for US$395 and 
$28.75 each, respectively, from the British 
Royal Mint.

111th Issue of the Society of Medalists 

Sculptor Donald DeLue has created the 
111th issue of the Society of Medalists, a 
3-inch medal titled ''Bursting the Bounds." 
The piece, which depicts a human form 
straining to escape the medal's confines, 
was produced by Medallic Art Company 
and required nine strikes to bring up the 
extremely high relief. DeLue notes: ''I 
wanted this single figure to personify all 
of us breaking out of our own handicaps to 
freedom. This theme inspired me to try to 
transcend the conventional limitations of 
medallic sculpture and to create an image 
that both literally and figuratively would 
break the boundaries of the medium." 

DeLue is one of the most prolific 
creators of monumental sculpture today, 
numbering among his works the U.S. 
Military Memorial at Omaha Beach in 



France; "George Washington Kneeling at 
Prayer" at Valley Forge; "The Rocket 
Thrower," a 45-foot bronze, cast for the 
New York World's Fair; and a figure of 
Thomas Jefferson, located in New Orleans. 
Fie thrice received the gold medal of the 
National Sculpture Society, of which he 
is a fellow and past president. 

The Society of Medalists issues two 
medals per year, which are sent to its 
members; dues are $100 per year. Inquiries 
should be directed to Paula Schmidt, The 
Society of Medalists, Old Ridgebury Rd., 
Danbury, CT 06810. 


Bronze Roy Wilkins Medal 

Bronze duplicates of the Congressional 
gold medal honoring civil-rights leader 
Roy Wilkins are available for public sale, 
priced at $2 at Mint sales facilities and 
S2.25 by mail. In a special White House 
ceremony on January 16, President Reagan 
presented the gold medal to Aminda 
Badeau Wilkins, the widow of Roy Wil- 
kins, in recognition of his contributions 
to the struggle for civil rights and equality 
in the United States. 

The obverse, created by Mint engraver 
Matthew Peloso, features a portrait of 
Wilkins, while the reverse, prepared by 
Sheri Winter, depicts an allegorical figure 
of "Justice" and the legend LIBERTY AND 
JUSTICE FOR ALL. 

Orders for the duplicate medal (#684) 
should be accompanied by a check or 
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money order payable to the United States 
Mint and addressed to U.S. Mint Medals, 
P.O. Box 500, Philadelphia, PA 19105. 
Orders from foreign countries are payable 
by international money order or check 
drawn on a U.S. bank in U.S. currency. 

CANADA 

Trade Dollars Include Gold Piece 
Monnaies Serge Huard of Quebec, Can- 
ada, has issued four 38mm trade dollars 
to commemorate special events — the dis- 
covery of North America, the centennial 
of the National Parks of Canada, the cen- 
tennial of the Statue of Liberty, and Han- 
ukkah 1985. Pure silver specimens of each 
piece, limited to a mintage of 50 (except 
for the Hanukkah piece, of which 25 
have been struck), sell for US$39.50, 
while copper and silver- and gold-plated 
versions sell for $3.50 each, including first 
class postage. Nine specimens of the 
Statue of Lilirty piece were stmck in pure 
gold and sell for $475 each. For more in- 
formation, contact Serge Huard, Case 
Postale 402, Pointe-aux-Trembles, Quebec 
HIB 5K3, Canada.

Token Immortalizes San Francisco's Cliff House 


One of my favorite American tokens 
is a small dime-size piece depicting San 
Francisco's well-known restaurant, the 
Cliff Ffouse, on one side and on the 
other the inscription GOOD FOR / 10c / 


TRADE / DROP / IN / ORCHESTRIAN. 
Actually, the issuing establishment is 
not identified on the token, but those 
familiar with San Francisco history will 
instantly recognize the structure depict- 
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Cliff House token, good for 10<^ in the estab- 
lishment’s orchestrion. 


ed on the obverse as perhaps the most 
famous piece of architecture ever asso- 
ciated with that West Coast city. 

I have written about this particular 
token before, and, not surprisingly, read- 
ers have shown me specimens over the 
years. Subsequently, I acquired two or 
three duplicates, which, though not par- 
ticularly expensive, have increased in 
value from $5 to $25 each in the past 
couple of decades. 

I had almost forgotten about this in- 
teresting token variety until a beautiful 
booklet. Photographs of the Cliff House, 
arrived in the mail — a gift from my 
long-time friend and former business 
associate Jim Ruddy. There on the cover 
was a photograph of Cliff House, circa 
1900, perched high above Seal Rocks in 
the nighttime sky, overlooking the Pa- 
cific Ocean. Perhaps the most famous 
picture ever taken of the edifice, the 
moonlit view was reproduced years ago 
on sheet music and postcards. 

Inside the booklet I found a picture 
portfolio featuring several dozen dif-

ferent views, both interior and exterior, 
along with a thumbnail sketch of Cliff 
House history. But before diving into it, 

I hurried to the bank to extract a speci- 
men of the token from a safe-deposit 
box. Duly photographed, the piece is re- 
produced here. 

Over the years, San Francisco has wit- 
nessed three Cliff Houses. The first was 
built in the midst of the Civil War, a 
conflict that affected San Francisco 
relatively little. According to the book- 
let's text, the first meal was served at 
the establishment on October 15, 1863. 
At the time, the stmcture resembled lit- 
tle more than a bank building with a 
low, angled roof; later, the building was 
expanded with the addition of a balcony 
and two wings. 

"By 1886 the Cliff House could ac- 
commodate 1,200 teams of visitors' 
horses in its stalls," the booklet notes. 
"Business boomed, but then on January 
17, 1887, so did the schooner Parallel, 
its crew having abandoned it and its 
cargo of 45 tons of dynamite powder on 
the rocks just north of the Cliff House. 
The Parallel exploded, destroying with 
it the north wing of the Cliff House, as 
well as breaking every remaining Cliff 
House window." 

Repairs were made, and before long 
the Cliff House was open for business 
once again. Adolph Sutro, who later 
served a term as mayor of San Francisco, 
built a grand residence on an embank- 
ment above the Cliff House. Surround- 
ding his estate was a parapet decorated 
with statues interspersed with orna- 
mental cannons. Sutro was quite the 
entrepreneur and earned his fortune by 
building the Sutro Tunnel, which 
drained the silver mines of the Com- 
stock Lode. Although I don't know if he 
was a numismatist, he actively col- 
lected rare books, art, statuary and other 
fancy things. 

The expanded Cliff House was con- 
sumed by fire on Christmas night, 1894, 
thus closing the first chapter in its his- 
tory. Sutro, who by then had acquired 
the property, commenced work on a 
new structure — the grand French 
chateau-style Cliff House pictured on 
the token — which opened in February 
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The Cliff House, after addition of a balcony 
and two wings, 1878. 

1896. Measuring 92 x 140 feet, the 
building was secured to the rocks by 
iron bolts. The new Cliff House con- 
tained private and public dining facili- 
ties, an art gallery, bars, a photograph 
gallery, an exhibit of maritime artifacts 
and other attractions, including coin- 
operated music machines. 

Next door was Sutro's Baths, an elab- 
orate, canopied structure built of steel 
and glass covering a vast area of terraced 
balconies, bathing pools and still more 
examples of Sutro's collecting interests. 
Among the thousands of visitors who 
made the trip via horse-drawn carriage 
or railway were President William 
McKinley in May 1901 and President 
Theodore Roosevelt in 1903. According 
to historian Lucius Beebe, the Cliff 
House also had a reputation for wild 
parties, with guests carousing into the 
wee hours with "ladies of the night." 

Furnishing the musical accompani- 
ment for these dignitaries and revelers 
were two Wurlitzer Tonophones, nickel- 
operated barrel pianos. Wurlitzer was 
sufficiently proud of this fact to picture 
the Cliff House and its manager, Mr. 
Wilkins, in an advertisement for the 
Tonophone. A nickel was the going rate 
for such entertainment, and indeed, 
that's what was charged for a tune on 
the Tonophone barrel piano. 

The dime-size token mentioned ear- 
lier specified it was to be used in an or- 
chestrion (or "automatic orchestra"), 


misspelled "orchestrian" by the die en- 
graver. Ten cents was a lot of money at 
the time, so presumably the orchestrion 
was of fairly large size and delivered a 
dime's worth of music. Exactly what 
model and variety of orchestrion was 
used in the Cliff House from 1896-1907 
has puzzled me for many years. In all 
my photographs of the Cliff House and 
those pictured in the Cliff House book- 
let, 1 found not one view showing what 
must have been one of the establish- 
ment's foremost attractions. 

The Cliff House of this era also is nu- 
mismatically remembered on a token 
listed as No. 343 and Variety 343-a in 
the book So-Called Dollars by Harold 
E. Hibler and Charles V. Kappen. Pic- 
tured on the obverse is the Cliff House, 
though viewed from a different perspec- 
tive than that of the "orchestrian" 
token. The reverse of 343 claims the 
token to be a souvenir of the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake and fire of 1906, a 
curious statement considering the Cliff 
House suffered few effects of the dis- 
aster. The reverse of Variety 343-a de- 
picts another subject entirely — the San 
Francisco Post Office. 

The second Cliff House met its de- 
mise on September 7, 1907, when it was 
totally destroyed in a spectacular blaze. 
However, plans were made to erect still 
another Cliff House on the same site. 
The building, which opened in 1909 and 
has been altered several times since, re-

mains in service to this day. A rather 
unassuming, rectangular structure, the 
current Cliff House gives no indication 
of the glorious days of yesteryear. 

In the 1960s I purchased from the 
Whitney family, then owners of the 
Cliff House, a number of artifacts from 
the establishment's earlier days, includ- 
ing a large Seeburg Style H orchestrion 
(made in 1915) and a pair of bronze 
sphinxes. The latter once belonged to 
Adolph Sutro and are said to have 
adorned the entrance of "Diana," a San 
Francisco gambling hall, before Sutro 
added them to his collection. 

The present building, which houses 
interesting souvenir shops and a restau- 
rant (or did the last time I was there), 
attracts busloads of visitors. How won- 
derful it would be if the present owner, 
the Golden Gate National Park Asso- 
ciation, would recreate Sutro's fairyland 
castle of the 1890s!

Numismatic Song and Dance 


Have you ever noticed how much fic- 
tion there is in numismatics? Even if 
you completely ignore the ignominious 
issue of coin grading (that's about as 
easy as ignoring William "The Refriger- 
ator" Perry stepping on your toes), there 
are so many examples of misleading 
statements, misinterpretations and mis- 
guided advice that some numismatic lit- 
erature could compete for the Clifford 
Irving Award for Contemporary Fiction. 

Here are my latest nominees for best 
numismatic fiction. 

A major oil company last year sent 
a direct-mail solicitation to its credit 
card customers offering "a strictly lim- 
ited issue Morgan Silver Dollar Com- 
memorative Collector's Set." The ad- 


vertising material indicated that the oil 
company's numismatic supplier "has 
been able to secure a limited number 
of Morgan Coin Sets" and that these 
would be issued on a first-come, first- 
served basis for $125 per set, plus a ship- 
ping and handling fee. Five sets could 
be purchased for only $590, plus ship- 
ping and handling. 

"This is truly the offer of a lifetime," 
the ad stated. Each set contained five 
"authentic" Morgan silver dollars, some 
of which might be "as old as 100 years." 
The advertisement did not, however, 
explain the condition of these coins— 
a minor omission that, of course, would 
have little to do with their actual nu- 
mismatic value. 
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The ad did state that the coins were 
''unique mementos of America's past 
... a rare symbol of America's proud 
heritage!" How many "rare" and 
"unique mementos" have you seen at 
the local coin shows you've attended? 

To subtly emphasize the investment 
potential of these coins, the advertise- I 
ment compared the obviously common- 
date cartwheels being offered to scarce | 
specimens by incorrectly proclaiming, 
"In fact, an 1893-S Morgan Silver Dol- 
lar, which is no longer available, is 
worth as much as $60,000!" I guarantee 
that if the writer of that misleading 
statement waved $60,000 on the bourse j 
floor at the next ANA convention, a ^ 
significant quantity of 1893-S Morgans | 
would be readily available. I 

Readers of the ad were assured that 
"when you reserve your Commemora- ! 
tive Collector's Sets, you'll be acquir- 
ing a family heirloom that your chil- j 
dren will cherish for years to come." 
Fortunately, the families could examine j 
the heirlooms at home for three weeks 
before paying for them. If they or their i 
children wisely decided they did not 
cherish this "keepsake of value," they j 
had a full year to return the set and ' 
receive a refund. Perhaps that buy-back , 


guarantee is what they meant by the 
claim, "Truly the offer of a lifetime." 

The second nominee is an item con- 
tained in a veteran coin dealer's price 
list. Under Liberty nickels he offered a 
piece dated "1913?" The coin is de- 
scribed as being in good condition and, 
according to the dealer, appears at first 
glance to be one of the very rare and 
very valuable 1913 specimens. But, he 
added, a close look will reveal that this 
particular coin "may have been altered" 
from a 1903. 

Aw, come on. I thought it was the real 
thing! Someone may have paid real mon- 
ey for it, though. The piece was listed 
as "a decent space filler for only $95." 
Personally, I don't find anything decent 
about that kind of marketing tactic. 

About a decade ago, I wrote the fol- 
lowing comment and have repeated it 
numerous times when lecturing at coin 
club meetings. It still seems very appro- 
priate: "Numismatics is a fascinating 
hobby and investment. If you cannot 
find enough enjoyment in the colorful 
history of the coins and currency them- 
selves, and the rewards of trading with 
knowledgeable, professional dealers, 
you can always spend your time reading 
the plentiful fiction."

Mutual Benefits of Appreciated Property 


The next time you are asked to con- 
tribute to a church or synagogue fund- 
raising campaign, rather than making 
a cash donation, why not consider giv- 
ing appreciated coins? 

This type of gift affords some impor- 
tant tax advantages: 1) you avoid pay- 
ing tax on the amount the numismatic 
holdings have appreciated in value; and 


2) you can claim a charitable deduction 
for the full fair-market value of the prop- 
erty, including unrealized appreciation. 
However, when short-term capital gain 
property (held six months or less) or 
numismatic property held as inventory 
by a coin dealer is donated, the tax 
deduction is limited to original cost.

tax benefits of donating appreciated 
coins held longer than six months: 

James Gatsky, whose taxable income 
is in the 50-percent tax bracket, owns 
coins valued at $80,000. The coins were 
acquired in 1961 at a cost of $10,000. 
Gatsky is very active in his church and 
would like to make a substantial dona- 
tion. He has two options — sell the coins 
and donate the residual proceeds, or 
donate the coins directly to the church. 

Donating the coins directly to the 
church will be mutually advantageous. 
The church will realize $80,000 rather 
than $66,000, and Gatsky's personal tax 
savings from the charitable deduction 
will be $40,000 instead of $33,000. 

With the exception of publicly traded 


securities, it is necessary to obtain an 
independent appraisal of donated, ap- 
preciated property when the fair-market 
value of such property exceeds $5,000. 
The appraisal, including the appraiser's 
signature and ID number, must be at- 
tached to the tax return. Additionally, 
if the recipient of the donation sells the 
property within two years, an informa- 
tion report must be submitted to the 
IRS, showing the selling price, the tax- 
payer's name and ID number, and other 
descriptive data. If the value the tax- 
payer claims on his or her tax return dif- 
fers from the selling price by 50 percent 
or more, the overvaluation will auto- 
matically result in a tax deficiency plus 
a 30-percent penalty.

Mardi Gras 

H. Alvin Sharpe bid adieu to numis- 
matics on October 22, 1982. But before 
passing away, he established himself as 
a Mardi Gras legend. 

For those unfamiliar with the Mardi 
Gras carnival, it is loosely translated as 
"farewell to flesh." Mardi Gras grips 
New Orleans and, to a lesser degree, 
other cities in the United States and for- 
eign countries, from the twelfth night 
after Christmas (Epiphany, January 6) 
until the day before Ash Wednesday. 

Mardi Gras (French for "fat Tuesday") 
is a single day of feasting and partying 
before the beginning of Lent and its ac- 
companying personal sacrifices. The

celebration, which can occur on any 
Tuesday from February 3 until March 
9, falls 47 days before Easter, which is 
the first Sunday after the full moon 
following the spring equinox. 

Mardi Gras is many things to many 
people. For some, it is night after night 
of revelry; for others it's a kid's glee at 
watching parades comparable to Macy's 
best. To the New Orleans tourist indus- 
try, Mardi Gras means $100 million or 
more, for nearly 1 million people crowd 
parade routes on Mardi Gras day alone. 

"Mardi Gras balls," "king cakes," 
"earners of flambeaux/' "krewes" and 
"throws" are all buzz words associated 
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Aluminum “throw” tossed by the Krewe of 
Crescent City at this year's Mardi Gras. 

with this gala time of the year. For 
those involved in numismatics, the 
'"throws" are most interesting. Many 
items are tossed from parade floats by 
the various krewes (carnival parade or- 
ganizations), from cups, panties and 
beads to hats, frisbees and coconuts. But 
no airborne item has evoked more ex- 
citement than Alvin Sharpe's Mardi 
Gras doubloons. 

Although many krewes have distrib- 
uted Mardi Gras medals at one time or 
another since 1857, medals were not 
adopted as throws until the Krewe of 
Rex, "King of Carnival," used them in 
the 1960 parade. In mid- 1959 Alvin 
Sharpe approached the captain of the 
Krewe of Rex with an idea that he said 
he borrowed from ancient Roman fes- 
tivals and other traditions of the Amer- 
ican South. The throwing of beads, 
baubles and small items of food was a 
tradition for both early explorers and 
paraders, who sought to appease and 
befriend the recipients of their favors. 

Sharpe suggested throwing alumi- 
num medals to the crowd. The krewe 
captain was skeptical at first, comment- 
ing that Roman dignitaries could throw 
medals or manhole covers with impuni- 
ty, but any injury sustained from Mar- 


di Gras throws might present legal prob- | 
lems for his organization. 

In response, Sharpe proceeded to pelt 
the krewe captain with light, 1 5-gauge 
aluminum discs to prove their safety. 
The krewe captain was a man of vision, 
and his acceptance of Sharpe's idea 
started a tradition that in a few years 
saw almost every krewe throwing its I 
own doubloons. Doubloon-swapping I 
meetings became routine, and major I 
department stores soon offered albums j 
and duplicates for sale. 

Sharpe's first doubloons were un- I 
dated because the captain was con- 
cerned about the initial acceptance of 
the innovative throw. The concern 
proved unfounded, and the doubloons 
were the hit of the 1960 season. Soon, 
revelers learned techniques for suc- 
cessfully catching the tokens. Because 
they are light objects, the discs readily 
sail when thrown, and those reaching 
to pick up doubloons soon learned the 
danger of "stompers." 

Stepping on doubloons seems to be 
inbred in young and old alike. Old la- 
dies have kicked my hand to get at 
these practically worthless pieces of 
aluminum. Despite my numismatic up- 
bringing, I, too, have seen the light and, 
yes, am now a stomper. It always 
amazes me that, for a handful of these 
doubloons, float riders' shouts of "show 
us your [chest]" bring immediate af- 
firmative responses from males and 
females alike, who otherwise wouldn't 
expose themselves in public for a hand- 
ful of $100 bills. 

Since 1960, when Sharpe produced 

80.000 aluminum and 3,000 gold ano- 
dized doubloons, chanters of "hey 
mister, throw me something" have re- 
ceived aluminum doubloons of various 
colors, including pink, purple, blue and 
green. In fact, I estimate that more than 

10.000 different doubloon types have 
been thrown and that some 200 million 
remain at large. 

It has been pointed out that Sharpe's 
creation was not really the first Mardi 
Gras doubloon. Medals for the Krewe 
of Rex were struck as early as 1884, for 
distribution but not throwing. In 1956 
quarter-dollar-size cardboard discs bear- 
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ing the insignia of an Air Force associa- | 
tion were thrown from a float, but j 
Sharpe's doubloons were the first metal 
discs routinely tossed by a Mardi Gras 
krewe. Precious-metal doubloons bear- 
ing the same design as their aluminum 
counterparts also have been presented 
to certain krewe members. 

Finally, as numismatists you're prob- 
ably thinking that "doubloon" is not 
the correct term for Sharpe's creation. 

A doubloon is usually defined by nu- 
mismatists as an old gold coin from 
Spain or its provinces. But don't argue 
this point with a New Orleanian; he or 
she would most likely "stomp" you 
before acknowledging your point. 

Thanks are due Ray Vacarro, one of 
New Orleans' leading Mardi Gras dou- 
bloon dealers, for providing the facts 
contained herein and also for noting 
sales records of more than $2,000 each 
for Rex silver doubloons and $1,000 for 
aluminum pieces. Early pieces of other 
krewes can sell for $100 to $500. 

Market Update 

March 4, 1986 

Two major auctions, one by Superior 
and another by Bowers and Merena, 
were the talk of the February Long Beach 
Convention. At the Superior auction, 
Wayne Miller's silver dollar set, recent- 
ly purchased by an anonymous in- 
dividual, was sold piece by piece. High- 
lights included a superb 1878-S cameo 
prooflike dollar that fetched $37,500 
and a similarly described 1886-0 that 1 
brought $71,500. Remember, a leading 
expert spent a lifetime looking for these | 
coins; the prices he paid aren't anywhere > 


near what other specimens might bring 
at this time. A number of branch-mint 
proof dollars were included in this auc- 
tion and provided an excellent learning 
opportunity for those unfamiliar with 
this area of numismatics. 

The Bowers and Merena auction was 
highlighted by a large group (137 pieces) 
of Hawaiian commemorative halves 
that had been stored at the Bank of Ha- 
waii. Most of the coins fetched between 
MS-63 and MS-65 money, with a cou- 
ple bringing more than $3,000. As 
usual, both auction companies did a tm- 
ly professional job. 

With the silver spot at $5.65 and gold 
at $344, United States gold prices have 
leveled off, but U.S. commemoratives 
remain hot in both MS-63 and MS-65. 
Silver dollars in MS-60 through MS-63 
have softened a bit, but MS-65s, espe- 
cially better dates, are in demand. 

A new dealer group, the Professional 
Coin Grading Service (PCGS), has been 
formed, comprising more than 30 lead- 
ing dealers in the United States. They 
pledge to buy member's coins, graded 
by PCGS, at their published buy prices. 
Only time will tell what impact this 
group will have on the market. 

Type coins softened as one major 
market maker lowered bids up to 30 
percent. Concern was raised by some 
about how much one major player 
could affect this area of the market. 

BU rolls of silver dimes, quarters and 
halves weakened some, despite a slight 
upward move in precious metals. It 
seems that a major northern firm that 
specializes in these rolls has slowed its 
overt buying during the past quarter.

Characteristics of Genuine $2V2 Gold 


Knowledge of the diagnostics of gen- 
uine specimens is by far the most impor- 
tant aspect of authenticating coins. How- 
ever, sometimes genuine coins exhibit 
characteristics not usually associated with 
authentic pieces. Such was the case with 
the genuine $1 gold pieces discussed in 
last month's column. Likewise, SlVi gold 
coins can be equally as confusing. 

If a SlVi gold piece in your collection 
lacks the characteristics of the genuine 
coins illustrated here, you should not au- 
tomatically assume that your specimen is 
counterfeit, as other genuine dies may 
have been used. For example, authorities

ANACS Announces New Fee Structure 

According to ANACS Director Richard Montgomery, the ANA Certification Service 
will implement a new fee schedule beginning April 1. Rather than base charges on the 
value of the submitted coin, ANACS has established a $20 flat fee per coin— $10 for 
authentication and $10 for grading. An additional $1 will be charged per $1,000 of value 
to cover insurance and return postage by registered mail. Nonmembers will be charged 
$25 for authentication and grading, plus the postage and insurance fee. 

Montgomery stressed that the change will not negatively affect the vast majority 
of ANACS users. ''While the new fees will aid ANACS staff, the customer will benefit 
more than anyone. A set fee will make it easier to compute the amount owed, so fewer 
errors should occur and the cost to the average collector will be significantly lowered. 

"The new fees also will eliminate injustices to owners of rare and expensive coins," 
says Montgomery. "ANACS does not necessarily have to spend more time to authen- 
ticate or grade a rare coin. In fact, rare coins usually are easier to authenticate than 
more common pieces, simply because their numbers are limited."

Members Offer Valuable Suggestions 
for Advanced Course

Last summer, at the request of ANA 
Governor Ken Hallenbeck on behalf of the 
Board's education committee, I spent sev- 
eral pleasurable weeks at ANA headquar- 
ters in Colorado Springs. My mission was 
to formulate ideas for an "advanced" 
numismatics course to be added to the 
Basic and Intermediate Correspondence 
Courses offered by the Association. 

It seemed to me that the most impor- 
tant source of ideas was the membership 
itself. With the help of ANA staff and Ken 
Hallenbeck, a questionnaire was developed 
and mailed to representative elements of 
the Association. Fd like to report here 
some of the results of that canvassing. 

One question concerned the course's 
subject matter, and, as might be expected, 
members offered very diverse ideas about 
what should be included. Twelve topics 
were suggested, and respondents were 
asked to select their degree of preference 
from 1 (must be included) to 5 (should be 
discarded). The 130 responses covered 
every one of the 60 possibilities; however, 
definite trends did become apparent. The 
topics are listed below in order of prefer- 
ence, beginning with the most popular. 

1. U.S. coins (including buying and 
selling) 


2. Coinage of Ancient Greece and 

Rome 

3. AN ACS grading and authentication 

4. North American numismatics 

(other than U.S.) 

5. Syngraphics 

6. Exonumia 

7. Coin photography 

8. Coinage of South and Central 

America 

9. Coinage of Medieval Europe 

10. Modem world coinage 

11. Coinage of East Asia 

12. Coinage of Islam 

The order is not too surprising; how- 
ever, even those subjects ranked the 
lowest received considerable support. I 
was encouraged to see that topics such as 
ancient coinage and syngraphics, to name 
but two, received almost universal sup- 
port. Apparently the membership wants 
a broad-based course that features areas 
outside the usual concern of most collec- 
tors. Respondents also suggested dozens 
of topics of their own, such as "Art and 
Aesthetics," "The Physics of Coins" 
(although I'm a physicist, this wasn't my 
suggestion) and "Techniques of Writing 
and Researching Coins." 

Another question asked if students 
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should be required to study a numismatic 
field in depth and perhaps write an article 
for a magazine such as The Numismatist. 
An overwhelming 80 percent said "'yes.'' 
I was also very impressed by the com- 
ments of those who answered "no," 
stating that they were worried about 
'^writer^s block." I concluded that the idea 
of writing an article is a good one, as long 
as we make it elective. 

Yet another question concerned how 
students should be recognized when they 
complete the course. Four options were 
offered, with the following responses:

Many who opted for "Other ideas" liked 
the concept of ANA certification but 
feared it might be abused. Some suggested 
that the ANA commission a medal of rec- 
ognition to be presented to students who 
successfully completed the program, while 
others felt the ANA should signal student 
achievement in less formal ways, such as 
listing names in The Numismatist or 
issuing certificates of merit. 

The questionnaire yielded many con- 
structive comments too numerous to list 
in their entirety. However, I would like 
to mention a few: 

• Involve community colleges in course- 
related seminars 

• Keep costs low 

• Don't overlook the hobby and the fun 
of coin collecting 

• Be sensitive to those who fear taking 
tests or writing papers 

• Videotape ANA summer seminars for 
use with the course 

• Encourage exhibiting at ANA conven- 
tions by offering course credit 


• Teach material outside the usual ac- 
ademic areas, such as grading or how 
to cope with the hustle and bustle of 
conventions 

• Encourage young numismatists to take 
the course 

More than 90 percent of the people 
answering the questionnaire indicated 
their willingness to help prepare the 
course. Also, many said they wanted to 
enroll once it was ready. 

The course, as I conceive it, would in- 
volve matching students with numis- 
matic "mentors," who would guide them 
through a broad-based course. Hopefully 
the two would develop a real and long- 
lasting dialogue about numismatics. With 
the help of ANA staff, mentors of the 
highest quality are being secured. 

The course will focus on reading and ef- 
fectively using numismatic references. 
Throughout the program a student might 
look at 40 to 50 numismatic classics, and 
as each topic is completed, the student 
will converse with his or her mentor. 
Questions that will help guide the discus- 
sions are being prepared. At some point, 
the student will examine one topic in 
detail and perhaps write an article about 
the findings. A dedicated student might 
require two or three years to study every 
topic in the course, although he or she can 
stop at any point. An actual time limit 
would serve little purpose.

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Conventioneers Swamp Salt Lake City 


"'Water, water everywhere, and not a pa- 
rade in sight . . . this must be the place," 
commented a moist traveler under an um- 
brella, alighting from one of the horse- 
drawn carriages that plod downtown Salt 
Lake City. As the steaming Clydesdale 
trudged on, the umbrella bobbed toward 
the Salt Palace, where the ANA's 8th Mid- 
winter Convention, February 20-22, pro- 
vided a warm reception for visitors and 
local residents alike. Despite gloomy, wet 
weather, the total three-day attendance of 
7,000 surpassed all previous midwinter 
gatherings, aided by a Saturday turn-out 
of 3,800 enthusiasts, most of whom were 
local residents. 

Aggressive local advertising was cred- 
ited for the exceptional convention at- 
tendance. For the first time, an ANA con- 
vention was promoted on local television, 
with 10- and 30-second spots aired on the 
city's three network and two independent 
channels. Ninety spots were heard on Salt 
Lake's three top radio stations, while print-

media advertising and press kits stressed 
educational offerings, billing the event as 
"America's most prestigious coin show." 

In the open board meetings and Round- 
table discussions, talk inevitably turned 
to the state of the hobby, and debates

about ''grading'' and "telemarketing" 
heated up. Governor Bill Fivaz opened 
Wednesday's Hobby Roundtable by wav- 
ing a copy of a coin magazine that he 
said contained "22 blatant rip-off ads." On 
hand for the Roundtable was Phoebe Morse, 
director of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion's New England office, who noted that 
the old adage of "buyer beware" is espe- 
cially appropriate, adding that numismat- 
ics appears to be entering a new era with 
the introduction of telemarketing: "Five 
years down the road you will have an aw- 
ful lot of people thinking that coins are 
a bad investment. They will not be able 
to distinguish between the bad telemar- 
keters and the good." 

Added Governor Kurt Krueger: "It is un- 
fortunate that certain firms who actively 
chase this market seem to be in league 
with certain grading services that render 
grade opinions that often are viewed as ab- 
surdly optimistic in the marketplace. The 
elimination of the numerical grade opin- 
ion on an ANACS certificate would only 
add to the coffers of such marketing con- 
cerns and the services that provide them 
with grading opinions." 

Most of the comments voiced at the 
Roundtable about ANACS grading were 
generally supportive. It was suggested that 
ANACS adopt a more precise numerical 
system, that certificates include each 
grader's opinion, and that a precise system 
be implemented to account for strike, 
luster and eye appeal. Dealer Julian Leid- 
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Salt Lake City’s restrictive ordinance regarding 
the sale of numismatic material resulted in 
several bourse-table cancellations, including 
Stack’s of New York.

man insisted that "numbers by nature are 
scientific . . . something should be done 
to make the certificates less scientific." 

Meanwhile, visitors to the bourse floor 
found not only the customary dealers but 
also an extensive exhibit area, strategical- 
ly located near the entrance.
